causs revenues are not paid in gold. 
The attempt to maintain the 
gold 


standard by perpetual loans must also 
sooner or later fail. 
The ouly other 


way is by coutraocing the currency and 
forcing down prices so low that gold 
will come here of itself iu suchquauti- 
;ies au to constitute, in part at least, 
;be currency with which revenues are 
paid, and no debtor nation' can long 
naiutain such a policy. Either course,
